WOULD CARVE UP CHINA TO END CONFLICT 
PEIPING, Juiy 2 — A plan for 
ending the Chinese-Japanese war 
by caiving China into at least five 
autonomous units was being draft­ 
ed today, it was reported, by Chi­ 
nese members of the Peiping pro­ 
visional government and their Jap­ 
anese advisers

little chance of early acceptance
